BIG RELIEF BODY ASKS AID 


United Charities at Crisis Appeals 
to Public. 


Names Chairman of Committee to Raise 
Subscriptions. 


The United Charities is facing the greatest 
financia! crisis in its history, according to an 
announcement made by President Charles 
H. Wacker of the board of directors last 
night. 

Mr. Wacker’s announcement followed o- 
clal action by the board of directors of the 
United Charities appealing to the public for 
aid. It named Frederick Bode, president of 
Gage Bros. & Co., as chairman of a commit- 
tee of citizens to lay the importance of the 
United Charities’ work before the communi- 
ty, and to seek the income which will make 
the organization able to cope with the work 
‘which it actually has on hand. The amount 
sought in annual subscriptions is $200,000. 

Sees Distress, Disgrace, Danger. 

“The United Charities js facing a tremen- 
dous crisis,” said Mr. Wacker. Its di- 
rectors find that there is more to be done 
(more suffering to be relieved, more de- 
pendents to be put in the way of self-support, 
more lives to be saved) than we are able 
to do with our present means. This work 
must be done or the community will be so 
cursed with unrelleved distress that we, its 
citizens, will be disgraced. 

** Unrelieved distress means increased de- 
linquency, and thus to disgrace will be added 
danger, unless we meet the crisis success- 
fully. For this reason the directors of the 
United Charities have asked Mr. Frederick 
Bode to organize a large committee gf citi- 
zens to help the United Charities to do the 
work now in hand. 

The question now is, will the people of 
Chicago enable the United Charities to main- 
tain its policy of giving timely assistarice: 

To the sick, the hungry, and the home- 
less. without regard to race, religion, or 
color; 

To the downhearted: 

“To the man out of work; 

“To the mother struggling to keep her 
family together; 

“Td the children on whom the hand of 
poverty always falls so heavily. 


Points Out Need of Help. 

“The United Charities is the one large 
general private charity and preéminently 
the relief headquarters for Chicago.

FOR FOUNDATION. TRUSTEES. 


President Schurman of Cornel] Sees 
Peril in Proposed Charter Making 
Board Self-Perpetuating. 


Washington, D. C., Noy. 15.—Applauding 


the spirit that prompted John D. Rockefeller - 


to ask congress to incorporate the Rocke- 
feller foundation, Jacob Gould Schurman, 
president of Cornell university, today deliv- 
ered a powerful philippie against the admin- 
istration provisions of the propose d charter 
permitting the vast aggregation of wealth to 
be used for the uplifting of the human race, 
the relief of suffering, and the education of 
the masses. 

His attack was delivered before the dele- 
gates to the National Association of State 
Universities in session here. 

Dr. Schurman's criticism practically was 
directed entirely at the proposition to leave 
the administration of the vast fund in the 
2 of a self -perpetuating board of trus- 
ees. 

He pointed out the evils which, he said, 
might arise under such a system of adminis- 
tration, although such evils need not be feared 
during the life of the donor. The indefinite- 
ness of the proposed charter, he added, was 
another sertous drawback to the acceptance 
of its provisions. 

Advocating the formation of a boa of 
trustees on the order of that governing the 
affairs of the Smithsonian institution, Dr. 
Schurman dechared such à plan would over- 
come much of his objection, and, In his opin- 
ion, would safeguard the fund and prevent its 
misapplication. < °

Socialist’s Denial of Plot 
Against Gompers Gives 
Rise to Many Rumors.

SAYS HE IS NO DISTURBER 


Federation Head’s Friends Be- 
lieve He Blasted Hopes; Gov. 
Hadley Speaks.

St. Louls, Mo., Nov. 15.—[Special.)~An- 
gered at being singled out as a boss So- 
clalist prepared to head a delegation of his 
party members in a raid on the American 
Federation of Labor convention, Congress- 
man Blect Victor L. Berger has issued a 
statement emphatically denying that he is 
here to hold a fight on President Samuel 
Gompers. 

This attitude on the part of the Socialist 
congressman was interpreted by the labor 
leaders and Gompers adherents as a vie- 
tory over the Socialists and as meaning that 
the attack on Soctalism made by President 
Gompers in his annual report had had the 
desired effect of checking the ambitions of 
Berger and his followers. 

So sure were the delegates that this was 
the real explanation of the Socialist con- 
greesman’s denial that the talk among the 
labor men in hotel lobbies tonight 16, Gom- 
pers by his fearless attack nipped in the bud 
the plot of the Socialiste to capture the con- 
vention.“ 


Says He Seeks No Quarrel. 

want to say most emphatically that I 
did not come here to start a fight against 
Mr. Gompers and try to capture the con- 
ventlon for Soctallsm,“ said the Socialist 
congressman, I am here as a trade union- 
‘ist. The other Socialist delegates, so far as 
I know, are here, I presume, for the interest 
of their unions. 

“The first I knew I was at the head of a 
plot was when I read about it in the news- 
papers. In my opinion, the real plotters are 
those who try by every means to discredit 
the Socialist party and what it stands for. 

„J want to take this opportunity of say- 
ing that I wouldn't capture the convention 
if 1 could, and I couldn't if I would. I 
wouldn't know what to do with it if I got it 
for a gift. 

I disagree fundamentaly with Mr. Gom- 
pers and his policies, but this disagreement 
je not going to be wiped out by a fight in 
the convention. The only way the American 
‘trade union movement can be captured 
is by a gradual evolution and change of 
sentiment against the policies now fostered 
by the leaders. 

At a caucus of Socialist delegates, held 
this afternoon, with Berger present, it was 
practically agreed that no attempt should be 
made by any Socialist member to ask for 
an indorsement of political Socialism. 


Will Decide on Campaign. 

Another caucus will be held tomorrow even- 
ing for the purpose of taking final action as 
to whether a Socialist ticket shall be placed 
in the field in opposition to President 
Gompers and the regular convention slate. 
It is known that a large number of leading 
Socialist delegates oppose the idea of an 
opposition ticket and would, be content with 
concentrating their strength on trade union 
resolutions with a Socialist flavor. 

Gov. Herbert S. Hadley of Missouri became 
the idol of the convention today by virtually 
upholding the position of President Gompers 
with respect to courte and injunctions. The 
governor denounced in scathing terme the 
existing legal doctrines of assumption of risk, 
contributory negligence, and the fellow serv- 
ant rule. 

“Many of our judges seem to be more 
solicitous about the protection ot property 


Hadley asserted. 

He made reference to labor's fight against 
being included under the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust law by stating that in 
Missouri the state anti-trust law exempts 
organized labor frorm prosecution as à trust. 


“Courts Not Above Criticism.” 

Cheers greeted his statement that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt: was right in criticising the 
Supreme court in the New York bakeshop 
case. He declared that there was no more 
reason for withholding criticism from the 
courts after decisions are handed down than 
for refraining from criticising the acts of 
those in charge of the executive and legie- 
lative branches of government. 

“I do not see why the judiciary should 
not have the correctness of its reasoning 
subjected to criticism,’’ said Gov. Hadley. 
“This should be done for the protection of 
just judges as against unjust judges, whose 
decisions are not based upon sound reason- 
ing or good faith with public morals.’’

HEALTH BOARD PROTESTS 


Member of City Educational 
Body Stirred to Visit Scene 
in West Side. % 


Conditions Which disgrace Chicago edu- 
cation were asserted yesterday to exist at the 
large Clarke public school, Ashland avenue 
and West Thirteenth street, by Dr. II. 
Cohen, inspector for the Chicago health de- 
partment, and Principal Henry G. Clark. 

The opinion followed an inspection of the 
school last week by Inspector Cohen, the 
last of several upon which were based re- 


quests that the board of education make 


improvements. 

Dr. Cohen said the board has made no et- 
fort to comply with the requests of the health 
department. 

“Tl call it a poor man’s school because the 
children are emigrants,’’ he said. No other 
community in Chicago would tolerate such 
conditions. If children of the north or south 
sides had to put up with such schools the 
parents would Instigate a real rebellion, and 
every child would be taken out of school. I 
have visited many schools, but I never have 
found anything that aperoackes the Clarke 
school for filthiness.’’ 


Girls Crowded in Rooms. 


“The conditions are such that any one 
would condemn them without hesitation,” 
said Principal Clark. They are bad es- 
pecially for the girls, where 1,100 to 1,200 

girls are crowded into small quarters. It 
tends to promote vulgarity, and even im- 
morality. 

More is not heard concerning the in- 
sanitary condition of the echool because it 
is located in an immigyant community. The 
parents have left foreign homes in other 
countries and have found refuge here. Con- 
sequently they come here with the best of 
feeling toward America, and they don’t like 
to criticise American institutions. Besides, 
they don’t know how to register a complaint.” 


Causes Fights Among Boys. 


“The boys are treated only a Mttle better 
than the girls; but only a little. The condi- 
tions among them cause virtually all the 
fights and quarrels that we have here.“ 

“There is a poor situation at the Clarke 
school,“ said Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, super- 
intendent of schools. Several years ago the 
board considered the erection of a new school 
The matter was hanging fire when-I took 
office. But the board cannot purchase ad- 
joining land and the old buliding covers the 
lot. Another schoo! is needed, and 1 intend 
to go out there and look over the situation 
in a day or two.” 

Joseph Downey, chairman of the buildings 
and grounds committee, said he would visit 
the schoo! today and inspect conditions. 

There are three * portables 
building filed with pupils, and the corridors 
also are used to make room for the over- 
One of the rooms has 1650 pupils in 
it and many of them have as many as ninety. 
The building was erected forty yeers ago.

TWELFTH STREET ACTIVITY 
GOAL OF PLAN COMMISSION. 


Hopes That Actual Widening of the 
Thoroughfare May Be Under Way 
by Next Summer.

Scovel Knocks Out Forsberg 
Ordinance on Ground It 
Would Cripple Road. 


BLOW AT ELEVATION IDEA 


Austin People Testify at Hear- 
ing Surface Crossing Is 
Peril to Life. 


Municipal Judge Scovel yesterday ruled 
that the Forsberg ordinance, a city council 
regulator measure aimed at the Chicago and 
Oak Park elevated, is void. 

After argument and testimony spread out 
over several months.the court held that com- 
pliance with the law would so cripple the 
road’s service that it would be violating the 
state law fixing a minimum speed for trains. 
This, he heid, would leave the company only 
two alernatives—to elevate its tracks or 
cease operation. 


City Seeks Regulation. 

The former is the end to which the city 
was trying to drive the railroad, and this 
point was one of those most dwelt upon by 
Clarence A. Knight, president and attorney 


M. Haft, assistant corporation counsel, w 
drafted the ordinance at the request of Ald. 
Charles J. Forsberg of the Thirty-fifth ward. 

Upon demand gf residents of Austin in- 
chided among his constituents the alderman 
sought a way to compel the road to wipe out 
ite grade crossings along its right of way 
through Austin, where its cars are run on the 
surface within a few feet of the embank- 
ment of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road. It wae thought thata way was dis&ov- 
ered in the enactment of an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the operation of surface care running 
parallel to elevated tracks within fifteen feet 
of the embankment. 

Each Trip an Offense. 

Buch an ordinance was passed last Novem- 
ber, and ae the operation of each train con- 
stituted a separate effense, a number of cases 
against the road were instituted. 4 

A large number of Austinites residing be- 
tween Fifty-second and Austin avenues, the 
distrket affected by the surface tracks, testi- 
fied that @ number of the crossings were 
dangerous in the extreme, and evidence of a 
number of accidents was presented to the 
court. In his final argument President 
Knight continued his attack on the law, and 
Judge Scovel ruled with him. He will enter 
his formal order in the case on Nov. 22.

Aged Novelist Forced to Take Refuge 
in Small Station. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.) 

TULA, Russia, Nov. 21.—Countess Sophia 
Toletoi, who ha» suffered constantly from 
nervous breakdowns since she attempted 
twice to commit suicide after her husband 
deserted her for voluntary exile, four days 
ago, today seemed to have passed the crisis. 

She astonished her friends and physicians 
by insisting this morning that she be taken 
to her husband. Despite all of their ob- 
jections, she demanded that an immediate 
start be made and finally they consented. 
Accompanied by her two sons and Count 
Viadimir Tcherthoff, she proceeded to 
Astapova by special train. She arrived there 
tonight. The count’s daughter, Alexandre, 
already was ‘with him there. 


Tolstoi Lies in Way Station. 

Count Tolstoi has been forced by iliness 
to abandon his pilgrimage to the colony he 
founded in the Caucasus. Tonight he lies in 
the home of the station master at Astapova. 

His daughter and physician, who are with 
him, admit they persuaded him to abandon 
his trip, fearing death if be continued, but 
declare that his iliness is not serious an“ 
that: he showed improvement tonight. He is 
suffering from an inflammation of the lungs, 
brought.on by his travels through cold and 
rain. 

Explain Causes for Exile. 

Those in close toueh with the cognt say 
that Tolstod felt the approach of death 
and that his disappearance was influenced 
by a desire to spare his family pain and 
the complications thet might ensue regard- 
ing his funeral because of excommunication 
from the Greek church. 

Prince Obelenski, who first gave to the 
world the news that the count had aban- 
doned his hpme, pointed out today. that 
Tolstoi was always deeply interested in 
the legend of Alexander I., who d not die 
when he was supposed to have done so, but 
passed many years as a hermit in Siberia 
under the name of Kuemitch.

The administration realizes that the exist- 
ence of the tariff board is threatened, and it 
proposes to have a reénforced public opinion 
to prevent the Democrats from acting as a 
unit in moving to abolish this organization. 
In a speech: he delivered on Oct. 1, last, Mr. 
Taft announced that the board had com- 
pleted its preliminary report and that he 
had authorized the chairman, Mr. Emery, 
to make a public statement of its purposes 
and methods. 


Report Withheld for Time. 

The president directed that the statement 
be withheld until after the election because 
he desired the board from its inception to 
be kept free from the vicissitudes of partisan 
politics, so that it would gain the respeci 
and confidence of the whole country, regard- 
less of party lines. 

The report the president refers to deals with 
methods pursued by foreign governments, 
notably Germany and France, in revis- 
ing their tariffs. These methods include 
the employment of experts, such as the 
United States has at the present. None of 
these countries has a tariff commission that 
determines finally what a duty shall be. 
Their experts are used merely to collect the 
information needed. 

The tariff board has determined to make 
the statement authorized by the president be- 
for the Chicago Association of Commerce 
on Dec. 3. The statement will be read by Mr. 
Emery, and will er the report of the 
board. It also will state precisely what the 
board may do and what it may not do. It 
will show the value of the experts, and in- 
deed, will be a strong plea for public con- 
fidence and approval.

Packers Say Pork and Beef 
Are Lower, but the Retail- 
ers Take Issue.

Assertions, confradictions, and interroga- 
tions in regards to prevailing prices of meats, 
their range, and their probable future trend 
filled the air yesterday, and of ali the versions 
given no two were alike. 

Packers quoted prices to show that the era 
of expensive meats had passed, but the re- 
tailers maintained that their meats were 
costing them just as high as two, three, or 
four weeks ago on most cuts of dressed beef 
and lambs, and that the only reduction they 
could discern was in pork loins, which re- 
cent dropped 1% cents a pound. 

Packers and Dealers Disagree. 

To offset. this cut retailers asserted they 
were paying 3 cents a pound higher than two 
weeks ago for salt pork. This rise, they said, 
was attributed to the*scarcity of bacon, 
many of the. larger restaurants being forced 
to use salt pork because they could not get 
a sufficiency of bacon. Salt pork was quoted 


at 18 cents a pound, as contrasted to 15 cents 


a pound a week ago. 
_A representative of a leading packing house 
reported the price of one brand of bacon at 
28% cents a pound, or 1%c lower than two 
weeks ago, and said that a proportionate re- 
duction had been made in wholesale prices 
of all smoked and cured nieats. This was de- 
nied by retailers, who asserted that fancy 
bacon was still as difficult to obtain as ever. 

Market quotations on live hogs during the 
day were 75 cents to 85 cents a hundred 
pounds lower than on Nov. 1, cattle were 40 
cents to 65 cents lower, and Jambs 2 cents 
ta 50 cents lower. Wholesale prices of fresh 
pork products were 1 cent a pound higher to 
1% cent lower than at the beginning of the 
month, while dressed beef cuts were % cent a 
pound lower and dressed mutton was un- 
changed to 1% cents lower. 

Reduction in Many Cities. 

Reports from various parts of the country 
indicate that there has been a reduction— 
at least in wholesale prices—in many cities. 
A decline of from 4 to 2 cents in beef and 
pork has been registered in New York, Mo- 
bile, Ala.; St. Joseph, Mo.; St. Louis, New 
Orleans, Washington, Seattle, Bay City. 
Mich,; Detroit. Cleveland, Omaha, Indian- 
apolis, Cincinnati,’ Columbus, Duluth, St. 
Paul. Philadelphia, New Haven, Conn., ahd 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 
Prices remain at the old level in Mil. 
waukee, Toledo, Atlanta, Ga.; Louisville, 
Denver, and Pittsburg. 

In the Chicago market all live stock showed 
a sharp recession in prices, which meant that 
packers were getting their raw material at 
leas cost than on the first of the month, 
for less money than at any previous time 
this year in fact.

Retailers Pay Less. 

A reduction of % and 1 cent a pound was 
made in dressed beef quotations late in the 
day, to go into effect today. Retail butch- 
ers who-bought their meats during the day 
paid % cent a pound less than on the first 
ef the month for loins and & cent less for 
plates. All other cuts cost them the same as 
on Nov. 1. Retailers said they were charg- 
ing the same for all cuts. 

Mutton racks cost 1 to 1% cents a pound 
lower than two weeks ago on the wholesale 
market, while mutton loins and mutton for 
stewing were pegged aj the same figures, 
6% cents for the latter and 10% cents for the 
former. Retailers asserted they were getting 
just as high for mutton as at any time the 
last few weeks. .

Reverting back to the question of whether 
prices are lower now than two months ago, 
retail figures secured on June 14, when com- 
pared with prices quoted by retailers yes- 
terday show the changes made in four 
months as follows:

“Our Miss Gibbs 
an Undisturbed Calm.

+ OTHING much occurs to disturb the un- 
eventful placidity of “Our Miss Gibbs” 
until about 9 o’clock, when Miss Gertrude 
Vanderbilt interpolates herself into the 
proceedings. Nothing much occurs; there- 
after except that Miss Vanderbilt. engages in 
song and dance rather melodiously and very 
gracefully, projecting meanwhile an ingratiting 
personality beneath a physical exterior, scrutiny 
of which requires no great optical effort. The 
young woman's appearances are infrequent and 
therefore all the more welcome. Next week, so 
the intimation goes, she will be elevated to the 
more or less important eminence of the title role, 
succeeding therein Miss Pauline Chase, who is 
about to embark for London and thé annual re- 
vival of “ Peter Pan.”

Included among the other episodes of * 
tranqull entertainment are Mr. Bert Leslie 
and Mr. Fred Wright Jr., representing, re- 
spectively, characteristic types of American 
and English musical comedians. Mr. Leslie 
is an exponent of the “quick stuff,” in which 
the late Peter. Dailey was preéminent, and he 
is big. brash, flip, and impromptu. His hos- 
pitable inclinations, for instance, are suggest- 
ed to a young woman in this fashion: “Good 
evening; may I sic a supper on you?” To 
illustrate further the subtle fashion of Mr. 
Leslie's comedy spirit another excerpt may be 
cited. To a stupid colleague he remarks: ‘“ Go 
hang-crépe on your nose; your brain is dead.” 
He is full of quips of this kind, some more, 
some less reminiscent, and all delivered with 
such stupendous confidence that they ‘invari- 
ably stampede the audience into laughter. 

Mr. Wright Jr. is quite the opposite. His 
humor is of the nursery, just a bit more com- 
plex than the melodies of Mother Goose. That 
is not to say that his jokes are young. They 
are merely juvenile—of the sort that might be 
efficacious in diverting a trusting kindergartner. 
And in the wake of each one follows an amaz- 
ing grimace, thrown out as a signal that some- 
thing funny has occurred. It is all very inno- 
cent and elemental, but its frequent repetition is 
somewhat of an inspiration to ennui.’ Mr. 
Wright dances, however, with ease and agility, 
and his clothing is not without its amusing 
aspect. He deserves commendation for his 
eagerness and his industry, and so he has it’ 


here.

Miss Chase’s function is to impersonate a 
winsome Yorkshire lass, employed in a London 
shop and in love with the incognito Lord 
Eynsford. This she does most prettily, being 
slim, blond, and appealingly feminine, with a 
clear little voice and a smart way of getting 
about. She by no means dominates the per- 
formance, as might be expected from her pres- 
tige, but that is the rdéle’s fault rather than 
hers. Mise Chase, it must be remembered, is 
much of a personage in London. To recall her 
humble genesis as the Pink Pajama’ Girl, she 
appears thus in the last act in a swing, sailing 
precariously out over the audience. So precari- 
ously, in fact, that the swing broke last even- 
ing, abruptly ending the scene. She blushed 
vaguely when Mr. Wright, in a course of one 
of their interviews, made knowing reference to 
the intrepid aviator whose name boasts senti- 
mental affiliation with that of Miss Chase. 

The list of pleasant things to be found in 
Our Miss Gibbs” should be extended further 
by including Miss Josephine Drake, an expert in 
the delineation of rdles requiring elegance of 
diction and of presence and the ability to wear 
handsome clothes impressively. Miss Bessie 
Devoie, whose participation in the entertainment 


Was so successful that it should have been men- 


tioned: before, acted most attractively and danced 
with as much skill as did her associate, Miss 
Vanderbilt. Then there were Mr. Ernest Lam- 
bart, whose eccentric English type is familiar; 
Miss Jean Alwyn, who spoke alternately in 
Scotch and in French dialects, and a coy male 
chorus which had entirely too much to do for 
the comfort of many of those present.

Our aldermanic victims of theater ticket 
scalpers may soon work themselves into 
the excited. frame of mind of Injured youth 
hunting fer any kind of missile, club, 
brickbat, or stone to throw at the cause 
of their troubles.

LONG FLOAT THE POLLY!

Thus, the residential portion of 
Hampton Court palace is divided up into 
a number of apartments, which are accorded 
rent free to distinguished soldiers, such as 
Field Marshal Lord Wolseley, to the widows 
of high officers in the army 
of servants of the state whose familfes have 
been left badly off. The residential por- 
tions of St. James palace are used much in 
the same fashion; with this diference, that 
the occupants are mostly veteran officials of 
the court, such as, for instance, Lord 
Knollys, Str William Carrington, etc. Be- 
sides these there are so-called lodges, which 
are as large as the ordinary Mnglish country 
seat; and “cottages,” which ere roomy 
enough for fair sized establishm with 
mentervants, maidservants and hors 

However, no rose is without ite thorn, and 
the advantage of living rent free in a royal 
palace, or even @ royal cottage, exempt from 
the payment of taxés ig not without cor- 
responding drawbacks. In the first place, 
some of the palaces, such ag Hampton court, 
have the reputation of being haunted, to such 
a degree that it is extremely difficuk to ke 
servants. Then, too, there are 
sorts of ru've and regulations to which it 


is necessary to conform. Moreover, while 
the occupdnte of Hampton Court palace 
[which has sometimes been described as a 


royal almshouse] and of St. James’ palace 
as a rule, hold their apartments for life, those 
who have had lodges and placed 
at their disposal are expected to surrender 


them at the close of the reign of the sovereign 
granted,

v. C. T. U. PLANS WAR ON CRIME 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 15,—Methods for pre- 
venting crime were discussed by the dele- 
gates to the W C. T U. national convention 
today, the subject being suggested by the re- 
port of Mrs. J. K. Barnly of Rhode Island, 
superintendent of the penal reformatory and 
police station work. Mrs. Barnly said that 
there are 100,000 people in prison in this 
country; and she and other delegates urged 
that steps be taken at once to prevent these 
people from committing furtier crimes on 
their release. 

„Go among the prisons and labor,” was the 
popular mode of prevention offered. 

Mrs. Barnly reported that much effective 
work had been done and that her depart- 
ment might claim an ihcrease of almost 100 
per cent in preventive and constructive meas. 
ures, while the redemptive agencies had been 
greatly, magrified.

SHOW INCREASE 


United States Department of 


Agriculture Reports on 
Conditions Abroad. 


GOOD‘ PRICES ARE HELP. 


Finaneial Returns Lead to Large 
Gain in Cultivation of 
Wheat. J 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—Foreign crop 
conditions for October are reviewed by the 
United States department of agriculture as 


| follows: 


“ Agriculture in the northern hemisphere 
has during the last month been in tts final 
autunmal phasese—the sowing of winter 
cereals and the ingathering of the late matur- 
ing crops. In the temperate zone of the 
southern hemisphere it is the vernal season, 
corn planting is in progress, and winter 
cereals, in near approach to maturity, are in 
the stages of vegetation characteristic of the 
latter half of spring. From neither hemi- 
sphere is reported any widespread variation 
from a seasonable normal in the condition of 
cereal crops, and to that extent the agricul- 
tural situation is satisfactory throughout the 
world. 


Impulse to Wheat Cultivation. 


Good prices and other causes during the 
past few years have given fresh impulse to 
wheat cultivation and in many of the prin- 
cipal producing countries increased areas are 
spoken of as having been laid down to this 
grain. In Argentina, it is officially con- 
firmed, wheat will be reaped at the approach- 
ing harvest from a surface a million acres 
larger than last year and indications point 
to an increment of probably a half million 
acres in Australia. No definite figures are 
available respecting the extent of the newly 
seeded areas in the northern hemisphere, 
but the weight of expert opinion is that agri- 
cultural sentiment has pretty generally fa- 
vored a considerable enlargement of So. 
ings, in continuation of the increases made 
last year. 

“In the two principal wheat producing 
countries of the southern hemigphere the 
crops, as a whole, promise better than a 
month ago. In Argentina there was an 
ample sufficiency of rainfall in October 
throughout practically the entire grain belt 
and, in so far as present need of moisture 
is concerned, the crop seems pretty well 
assured. The chief danger now is from 
November frosts and invasion of locusts. 
In Australia conditions appear to have been 
slightly less favorable, in that there have 
been local complaints of lack of precipita- 


tion. 


Dry Autumn in Russia. 

“ Throughout western and central Furope 
and in parts of Russia the autumn up to mid 
October was dry. Difficulty and delay were 
widely experienced in preparing the soil for 
seed. Late October rains, however, relieved 
the situation, and im all the states winter 
cereals, though in some cases sown late, are 
for most part spoken of as growing 
Well.“ e dry season was propitious far 
-harvesting the late crops, espectally for the 
‘digging of potatoes, the European yield ig 
almost 5,000,000,000 bushels annually—in 
point of bulk the most important of all food 
crops 

=i The striking feature of this season's yield 
is the disastrous deficiency in France, a 
heavy shortage is also foreseen in parts of 
Germany. Corn in southern Europe has 
mostly been gathered and the yield, as a 
whole, will probably approach the record. 
Vintages in France, Spain, and Italy have 
given extremely poor results. In some of 
the important producing provinces et the 
game countries the olive crop is pronounced 
a failure, and a heavy deficiency is predicted 
im the European output of olive. oil.”

CONFER ON RATE ADJUSTMENT 


Traffic Officials of Pacific Coast 
Lines Meet Today. 


CHANGE IS DUE ON FEB. 17. 


Required by New Law to Alter Long 
and Short Haul Clauses. 


\ Traffic officials of the Pacific coast termi!- 
nal railroads, including the Harriman and 
Hili ines and the Santa Fé and St. Paul 
roads, will meet today in the rooms of the 
Tranecontinental Freight Bureau to consider 
the effect of the new long and short haul 
clause of the amended interstate commerce 
law on the rate adjustment to the Pacific 
coast and intermediate territory. 

After Feb. 17, according to the Mann- 
Elkins law, it will be illegal for the roads to 
cha%ge rates such as those now in effect 
greater in amount for a short haul than for 
a long haul over the same route, on account 
of water competition or other conditions. ex- 
cept as approved by the interstate commerce 
commission after an investigation. 


Will Decide on a Policy. 

The principal object of the conference, 
which will be attended by some of the fore- 
most traffic officials of the west, will/ be to 
determine on a policy to advocate before the 
commission at a ‘hearing in Washington on 
Nov. 28 when the neads will seek to induce 
the commission to make as little change as 
possibile in existing rate relations. 

Under the old law discretion as to what 
constituted dissimilar conditions such as to 
justify the charging of a higher rate to 
intermediate points than te competitive ter- 
minal points has rested with the carriers, 
and this policy has resulted in past years 
in rates to intermediate points, such as Spo- 
kane, Salt Lake City, and Reno, equal ap- 
proximately to the through rate to the coast 
plus the local back. 

Under the new law the discretion as to 
conditions justifying a violation of the long 
and short clause rests solely with the com- 
mission and a strict enforcement of the 
clause would force the roads to the alterna- 
tive either of raising their rates to the Pa- 
cific coast or reducing the intermediate rates, 
which have already been greatly reduced in 
recent decisions of the interstate commerce 
commission. 


I. C. Directors Meet Today.

Want Look at Government’s Hand. 

Two things will have to be established. 

1. The scope of the investigation conducted 
for a few weeks in 1895 by Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis, acting as special assistant district 
attorney. 

2. The scope of the last grand jury investi- 
gation of the packers and the extent ot the 
evidence to be introduced on the trial of the 
present indictments. 

The packers contend not only that the 
“beef trust of 1895 is the same as the 
“ beef trust of 1910, but alao that the federal 
case against it is the same, involving the 


same defendants and to be supported by the 


same evidence. 
Federal Denial Sweeping. 


The answer of the government will deny 
that the present defendants were or could 
have been involved by any possibility in the 
prior inquiry, will deny that any evidence 
of the vintage of 1895 will be introduced by 
the prosecution, and will insist that the pres- 
ent case differs materially from any that 
could have been brought at the time Judge 
Landis was interested. 

The hearing is set for 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, but a case on trial before the judge will 
prevent any progress until the afternoon. .

New York, Nov. 18.—[ Special Of the 
450,000 shares which changed hands on the 
stock exchange today, nearly 300,000 con-

The business activity indicated by 
these facts is chiefly sustained by the pript- 
ing press, Printing is not only the “art 
preservative of arts,“ it is the red corpusele 
in the life. blood of commerce. Where there 
is a need there is always some one or some- 
thing to supply the need, and Chicago ip her 
immense commercial and industrial develop- 
ment has required printing—hundreds: of 
tons of it-and the art of printing has devei- 
oped in Chicago to an efficienéy almost peer- 
less in the annals of the craft. 

Printing within the memory of living men 
was carried on by craftsmen whose knewi- 
edge. and practice comprehended every stage 

of work, from setting the type te running the 
presses, making the printing rollers, and even 
manufacturing the ink. 

New processes, new developments, larger 
demands for this means of making’ things 
known. have subdlvided and resubatvided 
the printers into specialists. The old hane 
compcsitor is now a linotype operator, a job 
compositor, or a typecaster. He has. lost 
much of the comprehensive knowledge of the 
art but has gained a high dégree of skill in 
one or two special departments. — 

Technica] School Solves Problem. 

The composing machines, costing from 
$3,500 to $4,000, are bought by the employer 
to compose type. To use these expensive 
machines for instruction endangered the em-

IN CHICAGO ARE NOTABLE. 


PORES St. ‘Gaudens’ Abraham Lin- 
eoln at Lincolu Park Is Only One 


of Mady Bae Largest printing beitiditig’ in Amtes Kingsbury und 
While Chicago is not so well supplied with Superior — motes a occupied exclusively by 


statues and monuments as some other cities, 
it has a great many, and some of mam are 
notable as masterpieces 

In Lincoln park probably the most con- 
spicuous example of American sculpture in 
Chicago confronts the visitor at the south 
entrance to the park. This is Augustus St. 
Gaudens’ lifelike representation of Abraham 
Lincoln, for whom Lincoln park was named. 
This excellent piece of work has received 
the highest approbation of «utnoritative 
critice both in Europe and America. 

Other monuments in Lincoln park include 
those erected in honor of Hans Christian 
Andersen, Benjamin Franklin, Ulysses 8. 
Grant, Beethoven, Garibaldi, Goethe, La 
Galle, Linné, Schiller, and Shakspeare. Sym- 
bolic pieces entitled The Signal of Peace 
and The Alarm abo adorn the north side 
pleasure ground. 

In Humboldt park are monuments to Hum- 
boldt, Leif. Erioson, Reuter, and Kosciusko. 
The Haymarket riot policemen heroes are 
commemorated by the monument first etect- 
ed ‘in Haymarket square but since removed 
to Union park.

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CHICAGO’S AIM TO EXCEL IN 
FIELD OF ARTISTIC PRINTING. 


Technical School to Aid in This Work 
Established Under Auspices of Typo- 
gtaphical Union. 


Artistic printing is one of the things in 
which Chicago aims to excel, and to that 
end there has been established in connection 
with the Art institute a technical school 
for printers under the auspices of the Inter- 
national Typographical! union. 

There is no need to lay stress on the derir- 
ability of technical education in the printing 
trade. Those unable to see that the epeciali- 
zation of labor in the industry has made it 
Practically impossible for apprentices to 
learn a trade thoroughly need only refer to 
its effects in Germany, France, Great Britain, 
and other countries in which supplementa! 
education has been in operation for a genera- 
tion or so. Competent authorities do not 
hesitate to ascribe much of Germany's com- 
mercial advancement to the effect and influ- 
ence of its magnificent system of technica’ 
and supplemental trade education. f 


Improvement in Great Britain. 

The printing trade of Great Britain offers 
another example of its efficiency. Time was 
—a decade or so ago—when British printing 
was far behind the standard set by Ameri- 
cans and others. We know ft was inferior 
because great quantities of good printing 
were imported into that country. A system 
of technical education was developed and a 
great improvement in the quality of typog- 
raphy resulted. Now tbe importation of 
printed matter into Great Britain is infinites- 
imal and of the cheaper variety. 

The story of the Chicago schoo! ts interest- 
ing and instructive. Its promoters had been 
for six or seven years conducting the most 
successful institution of its kind under the 
kindly encouragement of the typographical 
union. Most, ot its education had been im- 
parted by the empirical method, which was 
unsatisfactory to the management. The in- 
structors were unerring in their judgment of 
what constituted good typography, but un- 
able to say why it was good. For tu centu- 
ries or more printers have been tol follow 
the masters—the men who gave us the beau- 
tiful type faces that have been practically 
unchanged fer hundreds of years. It oc- 
curred to the management of the schoo! that 
as the older printers associated with artists 
possibly their success was due to what they 
had gathered of real art through that com- 
panionshig. Imbued with that idea, the man- 
agement went to schools of design and art 
institutes, inquiring if they bad anything in 
their courses which would prove of value to 
the printer. 


_Example of Progressive Idea. 
Son regarded the inquiry in an amused 
away, saying they were interested in art— 
not craftsmanship. Of course, there were 
progressive minds who saw that the highest 
mission’ of the art schools was to ald crafts- 
manship, and thought they surely could be of 
assistance to the typographer, whose craft is 
really artistic. In time there appeared in the 
art class of a Chicago institute a student who 
paid little attention to certain lessons On 
inquiry being made, the instructor was in- 
formed that the student did not care to be- 
come an artist, did not expect to be one, but 
was taking the course for the reason that 
he thought he could learn something that 
would be of advantage to bim asa printer. 

The idea took root and in a little time he 
was identified with the technical school for 
printers. 

The compositor who does, or aspires to do. 
display or decorative work should understand 
color harmony, as from the standpoint of the 
printer black and white is color work. Im 
the printing office color has been regarded 
as being entirely a matter of personal taste. 
This puts the printer at a disadvantage when 
dealing with those who have a know ledge of 
color and know it to be a scientific etudy, re- 
duced to such exactness that it is spoken 
of in mathematical terms. Persona! taste is 
and always will be a factor, but there is a 
great deal concerning the subject that can be 
taught and which is of inestimable value to 
the compositor. 

This is what Chicago is seeking to accom- 
plish with its course in artistic printing.

An average of 1,500,000 cases of eggs are 
en storage here each year, of which some 
thing like one-third are used locally and the 
rest disposed of throughout the country. In 
the course of a year about 2,600,000 cases of 
storage eggs are shipped out and 866,000 
cases used locally. Add to the latter figure 1. 
782,000 cases of fresh eggs requined for local 
use, and there is a total of 2,608,000 cases, or 
935,280,000 eggs. At average wholesale rates 
the egg business amounts to between 28. 
000,000 and $30,000,000 in value. For butter 
the figures in general will run about one-third 
lews than for eggs. 3 

Apple Business Large Item. 

Another large item is the apple business. 
In recent years South Water street has 
handled in one year all the way from a max!i- 
mum of 1,000,000 barrels to a minimum of 
650,000 barrels. There ve been as many 
as 650,000 barrels in store at one time and 
an average of about one-half that amount. 

Of oranges and lemons California alone 
ships in over 2,200 carloads, running in the 
neighborhood of 300 boxes to a car. Florida 
furnishes at least 350 more cars, and about 
the same amount of grape fruit. Italy also 
furnishes the loca} market with lemons and 
oranges in considerabie volume. 

In the way of potatoes, it takes an average 
1 of thirty-eight cases of 22,800 bushels to 
supply the local demand. 

The banana has a sale amounting to fully 
$1,200,000 at wholesale prices. An average 
of 4,000 cars a year, 50 bunches to the car, and 
7 dosen bananas to the bunch, or a total of 
+ 151,200,000 bananas, is an approximate esti- 
mate of the present volume of business in this 
fruit.

Is Prepared from the Pod, 

The dried, fermented pod of the Vanilla 
planifolla is an article of export from the 
West Indian islands, Mexico, and some other 
localities. — 

The extract of vanilla is prepared from this 
pod, by maceration in alcohol, with or with- 
out the addition of sugar and glycerine. Ex- 
tract of vanilla is defined thus: Vanilla 
extract is the flavoring extract prepared 
from the dried, cured fruit of Vanilla plani- 
folia, with or without sugar or glycerine, and 
contains in 100 cubic centimeters the soluble 
matters from not less than 10 grams of the 
vanilla bean.“ 

The extractive matters referred to are a 
crystalline substance known as vanillin and 
certain resins; and the characteristic fla vor 
of genuine vanilla is due to the combined 
fiavors of these extractives.

GREATEST IN WHOLE WORLD. 


More than 45,000 Persons Are Em- 
ployed in Producing Foodstuffs 
from Various Animals. . 


In no other city in the United States are 
there as many heed of cattle handled as in 
Chicago. The stockyards ot Chicago are 
famous throughout the world for their mas- 
nitude, the manner in which the cattle are 
handled, and the number of employés. The 
ordinary visitor to Chicago, whois interested 
in the industries of the city, makes it a 
point, to see the Chicago stockyards before 
he leaves. To residents of Chicago, many 
of whom have never seen the stockyards, an 
occasional breeze from the south is a re- 
minder of their existence and proximity, 

More then 45,000 persons are employed 
in the yards and Packingtown, and directly. 
dependent on these employes are perhaps 
200,000 more persons. An average of 1,000 
carloads of cattle a day are received, worth 
not less than $1,000 a car. One bank In 
the stockyards district has annual deposits 
of $800,000,000 to $900,000,000. Vast sums are 
expended also for freight, feed, fuel, boxes, 
and cans. Stockmen to the number of sev- 
eral hundred thousand who come to Chicago 
with shipments of animals during the course 
of a year are also heavy purchasers of 
farming: implements and supplies of all 
kinds. : 

The stockyards cover an area of 500 acres, 
of which all but 50 acres are paved with brick. 
Within their limits are 300 miles of railway 
track, 25 miles of streets, 13,000 pens, 8,500

‘CENTRAL MARKET. 


The central market for crockery, cut glass, 
pressed glass, and lamps is Chicago. The 
Chicago houses dealing in these goods are 
among the oldest and most conservative in 
the country, and during a long series of years 
have built up a larger business than any other 
market. Their representatives cover all the 
territory from the Ohio river to the Pacific 
ocezn, and from the lakes to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

An enormous line of open stock dinner- 
ware, comprising the choicest products of 
the American, English, French, German, and 
Austrian factories are carried here, In 
French dinnerware the products of the Hest 
factories are represented. The line of French, 
German, Austrian, and Japanese fancy goods 
cannot be excelled in variety and novelty. 
Kerosene and electrical lamps and lamp 
goods are handled in large-variety. One of 
the houses has its own factory for the mak- 
ing of cut glass. 

These lines are also carried in original 
packages; they are sold at quite a reduction 
from open stock prices, and a dealer who car- 
ries any line at all always can use more 
or less of these original packages and thus 
reduce the average cost of his goods. 

At the beginning of the year import lines 
are shown for the benefit of the larger buy- 
ers who may wish to place orders with for- 
eign factories. In fact, all classes of buyers 
are served, from the smallest to the largest, 
and at prices to compete with all other mar- 
kets. The large business done by the houses 
enables them to buy in such large quanti- 
ties that their prices compare favorably with 
the factories, which is of great benefit to 
the country merchant, inasmuch as goods 
can be shipped the day the order is received.

Chicago dealers in these lines also do a 
large catalogue business, which is a distinct 
advantage to the country merchant. Com- 
plete illustrated catalogues, strictly up to 
date, are issued, and these enable the coun- 
try merchant to buy intelligently by mail, 
which is of great advantage to the retailer, 
as it places the richer lines of goods that 
he cannot afford to carry in stock at the dis- 
posal of himself and his customers. 


Practically Independent Companies. 

Because of differences in methods, as well 
as saving in time, these western departments 
of fire insurance companies are practically 
independent companies in themselves. They 
formulate their own underwriting policy, 
collect their own premiums, and pay their 
own losses, the net results alone being re- 
ported to the head offices abroad or in the 
east. Many of them have arr emphoyés 
running into the hundreds, and carry bank 
balances averaging from $50,000 to $100,000. 

Not only do the Chicago departments of 
the eastern and foreign companies cover a 
large part of the country, but the enterprise 
of the local agents Is extending the sphere 
of Chicago influence. Many of them handle 
trust lines for their customers, reaching all 
over the country, and the bulk of the surplus 
insurance of the west is written here. 

One Chicago agency has specialised on rall- 
way insurance, for instance, and places the 
risk on @ number of the great systems, 
reaching from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
making that important branch of the busi- 
ness tributary to Chicago. 

normous Values Downtown. 

ormous values are gathered in the down- 
town district of Chicago. Until this year 
the Tilinoig insurance department required 
companies to report their amounts of risk in 
the territory bounded by the lake, the river, 
and Harrison street, and on Dec. $1, 1906, 
the last date reported on, the total for the 
licensed companies was $215,000,000. 

The companies pay over $200,000 a year in 
the 2 per cent tax to the city for the beneftt 
of the fire department, which relieves the 
public burdens of the ordinary taxpayer by 


that amount. In addition, the Chicago Un- 


derwriters’ association maintains costly in- 
spection departments to improve construc- 
tion and reduce the fire waste, all in the 
public interest. 

Its inspectors pass upon sprinkler equip- 
ments and their allied appliances, and see 
that this important adjunct to modern fire 
protection. so widely used by merchants and 
manufacturers, is kept in constantly effective 
condition. They also inspect automatic fire 
alarms and electric installations, and are 
always ready to give expert but free advice 
to any property owner who seeks to improve 
his risk or reduce his rate. 


| CHICAGO WALL PAPER MARKET. | 


More wall paper is distributed from Chicago 
than from any other city in the world. The 
line of practically every manufacturer, do- 
mestic or foreign, is represented here either 
through branch houses or jobbers. In addi- 
tion to this Chicago is one of the largest pro- 
ducers of wall papers in the country, its out- 
put including practically every kind and 
variety from the popular priced designs to the 
highest grades. 

The output of these factories amounts to a 
great many million rolls annually, and when 
combined with the enormous stocks carried 
by the Chicago jobbers and sales agencies, 
gives Chicago the largest and most complete 
stocks of wall papers in the world. 

Twenty-five years ago the distributing of 
Wall paper was a line of business of very 
smell importance, so far as Chicago was 
- concerned. : * a 

To the west lay great stretches of unbroken 
country where but little wall paper was used. 
‘Without the modern machinery of today with 
‘which to make it, and without the market for 
the goods, wall paper cost considerably more 
to produce, with the result that wall paper 
was so expensive as to be considered a lux- 


ury. 
Big Change in Conditions,

Taking the average wholesale price of beer 
in Chicago at the present time at $4 a 
barrel, the total wholesale value of the piod- 
uct would be approximately $21,840,000. Of 
this amount $5,460,000 goes to the govern- 
ment in the shape of the so-called stamp tax 
of 51 per barrel. Additional smaller amounts 
are paid to the government in the form ofa 
tax of $100 per annum by each brewer of 
more than 500 bariels per annum anc the 
tax of $25 per ahnum for the sale of bottle 
beer. 

In addition to this the retallera pay the 
annual saloon Mcense fee of $1,000 per an- 
num, anrounting, with the present number 
of saloons in the city, to something over 
$7,100,000. 

The number of breweries in opération in 
Chicago at the present time is fifty-three. 
In several instances more than one brewery 
is operated by one corporation.

ance with beer as commonly manufactured 
in the United States has convinced them that 
there will be little for them to do in the way 
of securing purity, because they recognize 
beer as one of the purest food products. 


American Breweries Best. 

In fact, in point of cleanliness of operation 
it is generally admitted that the American 
brewery is far ahead of similar establish- 
ments in any other part of the world, and 
there are no deleterious ingredients em- 
ployed in its manufacture. 

When the brewing industry began in Chi- 
cago it was customary for most of the brew- 
ers to make thelr own malt. Recent im- 
provements in malting. processes and ma- 
chinery have made a great change and today 
there are few brewers remaining in Chicago 
who are also maltsters. Practically all the 
malt used in Chicago breweries is made in 
separate malting plants and Chicago has 
today the biggest individual malthouse in 
the world. Chicago has become one of the 
few big barley and malt markets and manu- 
facturing centers of the country. sharing that 
business with Milwaukee, Buffalo, and, of 
late years, Minneapolis. 


Chicago a Science Station. 

In connection with the brewing industry 
there- has grown up in Chicago the scientific 
stations for brewing and brewing colleges. 
The Chicago institutes devoted to this scien- 
tific and educational work have turned ont 
over a thousand graduates, most of whom 
are now actively engaged in the operation of 
breweries and melt houses. The number of 
analyses made annually in these institu- 
tions is close to 20000. 

In quantity of beer produced Chicago Is 
today the second largest center in the United 
States, ite total annual product being ex- 


attested by the fact that Chicago has been 
gelected for the meeting next year of the 
second international brewers’ congress and 
the third session of the International Barley 
Valuation commission, which was created 
at an international agricultural congress in 
Vienna four years ago. 


Exposition to Be Held Here. 


At the same time there will be held on 
Oct. 12 to 22, 1011, the American exposition 
of brewing machinery, materials, and prod- 
ucts, together with the second international 
barley; anc§hop exhibition, which will be the 
first exposition of its kind in the United 
States. It is not Intended to be merely a 
trade exhibit, but one of its main purposes 
is educational. It is intended on this occa- 
sion to show to the American people what 
beer is made of and how it is made, and alse 
how it should be used temperately. 

It Is expected there will be a complete model 
brewery in operation and also a model public 
house operated as the most progressive brew- 
ers think such a place ought to be operated. 

In connection with the International Brew- 
ers’ congress it is intended also to have a 
conference on true temperance, with 46 
dresses and discussicns by leading soclolo- 
gists, scientists, and divines on the practical 
solution of the so-called “ drink problem.“

Every plage used ag a laundry shall be 
tept in a 3 clean and sanitary con- 
dition as to its floors, side walls, ceilings, 
woodwork, fixtures, furniture, tools, ma- 
ehinery and utensils. All rogms used for 
the maintenance and operation Of such laun- 
@ry shall be provided with adequate ven- 
tilation by means of windows, air shafts or 
air ducts and other mechanical apparatus, 
if needed, so as to insure a free circulation 
of fresh air at all times. 

In any laundry established after the date 
of the passage of this ordinance, the part or 
room in the laundry used as a washroom 
Shall be constructed of stone, asphalt, ce- 
ment. or other impervious material, and so 
arranged that all water placed upon the 
floor of said room will immediately run into 
drains or gutters, to be connected with the 
sewers of the city of Chicago. Every such 
laundry shall be provided with adequate 
plumbing and drainage facilities, including 
suitable wash sinks and water closets.

STONE TABLET MARKS PLACE ° 
WHERE CHICAGO FIRE STARTED 


Conflagration’s Sweep of Downtown 
Section Made Possible Great Business 
District of Today—Story of Disaster.

A stone tablet with suitable inscription 
marks the site of the start of the great Chi- 
cago fire, whieh devastated a large part of 
the city and left thousands of people home- 
less. In the fire sw¢ we district there has 
grown up.a business @efiter which but for 
the blaze, Which seem uinous at the time, 
would never haveexisted today. The tablet 
is set in a building at 187 De Koven street. 
„The fire started Oct. 9, 1871. It swept 
north and east ‘béfpre a fierce gale until it 
reached the busifiess center which was en- 
tirely destroyed, then on through the best 
residence portion of the city to its farthest 
northern limits near Fullerton avenue. 

At the time of the fire Chicago had a popu- 
lation of approximately 300,000 people. For 
three or four weeks previous the weather 
had been hot and dry.. The district in which 
it started was one of small frame buildings. 
On the night of Sunday, Oct. 8, the wind 
was blowing a gale, so it may be seen that 
conditions were favorable for a disaster. 
From the outset the fire department was 
practically powerless and several of the fire 
engines were consumed by the flames. 
Before the fire ended on Tuesday the 10th, 
it had devastated a district roughly bound- 
ed on the south by Taylor and Harrison 
streets, east to the lake, on the west by 
Jefferson, south to Harrison street, thence 
north and east along the south branch and 
north and west along the north branch to 
the region of North avenue, then working 
more to the east and finally ending in the 
vicinity of Fullerton avenue, Lincoln park, 
and the lake. This cemprised an area of 
2.100 acres containing 2,500 stores and fac- 


tories.

Turns Out $80,000,000 Worth 
Ready to Wear Goods Yearly. 


MAKERS AT TOP OF TRADE.

Great Business Built Up by Years of 
Effort. 


Thirty ‘million dollars’ worth of ready to 
wear clothes is shipped out of Chicago each 
year. 1 a 
None of thie is the sort of ready made stuff 
that looks as though it were cut out withe 
buzz saw and Stuck together with paste. A 
ready made suit that comes from Chicago 1 
recognized as the bes kind of a ready made 
suit: Chicago's Wholesale clothing makers 
have worked for a good many years to Harn 
the reputation of being at the top in their 
profession. They have sent their salesmen all 
over the United States, they have crowded the 
pages of magazines and newspapers with ad- 
vertisements calling attention to their wares, 
and they seeing the benefit of this cam- 
paign when manufacturers elsewhere are 
complaining of @ falling off in orders. 

It is a big business. this of making thirty 
million dollars’ worth of clothes and selling 
them each year Id a big business done in 
a big way by big men in their line. Say that 
suits will average $10 each; that gives 4,000,- 
000 suits. Say that there are three and one- 
half yards in each suit; that gives 10,600,000 
yarde of gdods bought from the best mills 
in the word, say nothing of millone of 
yards of lin and tape, billions of buttons 
and spools of thread. 


Meant Campaign of Education. 

Getting people to du and wear ready made 
clothing has been a campaign of education, 
beginning away back in the days when Utica 
was as famous for hand-me-down clothes 
as Troy is for ! es. In the early days 
a hand-me-down a hand-me-down, pure 
and simple, and it fairly shrieked this in- 
formation at you. The trousers looked like 
two stovepipes, and the coats were more like 
mealsacks with eleeves than anything els6. 
Up to that time any one who would have 
suggested any other way of getting clothing 
than having it made by a tallor who had a 
shop, or who went from house to house and 
manufactured the garments of goods woven 
on the premises or bought for the purpose, 
= have been pronounced wildly imagina- 

ve. 

It took the ready made clothing people a 
good many years to realize that the public 
was eager for them to develop their methods 
and find some way of approximating a fit. 
The first manufacturer to produce suits and 
overcoats of really fine cloth was viewed ag 
a crazy man. But his dering was rewarded 
by success, and the other manufacturers 
swung into line 

Them it became necessary to convince the 
man who was used to wearing good clothes 
that he could be fitted and pleased from a 
ready to wear stock. That took time and 
money, but it has been done. 


“In Tune” with Season’s Style. 
And there is one mysterious thing about it. 
The ready made suits and overcoats are in 
tune with the style for the reason. The 
question that pussles te: How does the ready 
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| made manufacturer know the styles early 


enough to incorporate them in his output, 
when he must turn out his suits and over- 
coats at least six months ahead of the season 
when they will be worn? 

This question was put up to the head de- 
signer of one of Chicago's biggest clothing 
factories the other day. The head designer, 
it may be remarked in passing, is a big man 
in the ready made factory. He draws a far 
bigger salary than the vice president of the 
United States: he gets as much mohey as the 
heads of some of the-higgest banking insti- 
tutions. 

The firm may have a splendid corps of 
salesmen; it may have a business organiza- 
tion that is systems: and perfect to the 
last degree; it may have an advertising de- 
partment that knows every crook and angle 
of the highway to public confidence; but in 
the last analysis it stakes its money on the 
decision of the head designer. 

Plans Styles Six Months head . 

This particular head designer explained it 
very simply. 

“When I’m ready to make my designs for 
next spring,’ he said, I go over the lines 
we turned out last spoorg. I ake the cnes 
that have been most pooula*-—the ones bat 
have pleased the public most. With these 
as a base of operations, 1 think both ways 
from them. I add to them and take from 
them; I vary them one say v another, but 
leave just enough of “-“eir apresrance m 
them to remind the peopl tha: the garments 
are the sort that tiey Ifke!] so well. 

Tou habe seen the gradval cgang in and 
going out of some particul ze style—its evolu- 
tion into another form, 80 to speak. For in- 
stance, you remember tas: a few years ago 
men’s coats were quits long; the next sea- 
gon they were a bit shorter. the next sti!l 
sorter, and so on, until aft’. a few years 
men's coats were so shor* that jokes were 
written about them. Then the pendulum 
swung the other way slowly. and we edded 
inch by inch to the tail uf tne coat, until we 
made it longer than ever before. Same way 
with trousers. Ton can remember when 
they had to be skin tignt, then got looser 
and looser, until at las.thev were positively 
baggy; and then they went back to more 
rcasonable fullness I: is a perfectly gimple 
proposition. All you have to know is whicn 
way they should go.“ 


CHICAGO OVER MAZE OF TUBES: 


Labyrinth of Small Tunnels and Sub- 


ways Connect with All Rail- 
way Depots, 


Twenty feet under the streets of Chicago, 
unknown to most people,is a labyrinth of 
small tunnels or subways, six by seven and 
One-half feet in size and fifty-six miles in 
length. These tunnels follow the streets and 
are connected with all railway freight de- 
pots, passenger stations, and, through their 
subbasements, with a number of the larger 
mercantile concerns as well as the postoffice, 

Biectric motors draw cars laden with all 
sorts of merchandise, coal, ashes, etc. There 
are tunnels in State, Dearborn, Clark, La 
Salle, Fifth avenue, and cross streets, ex- 
tending out about two miles beyond the loop 
dietrict. There are three underground power 
stations, two universal freight and transfer 
stations (one of them occupying five floors 
below the ground), eighty-five ordinary sta- 
tions, and twelve tunnels, extending sixty 
feet under the Chicago river or its branches. 

So far between $30,000,000 and $40,000,000 
has been expended on construction and equip- 
ment. The fact that the tunnels are not de- 

‘signed for passenger traffic accounts largely 
for the general lack of information about 
these won 1 subways. The bores also

| FACTORS IN MARKET LOCATION. 
Things That Make Chicago the Great- 
est Central Market of the 
United States. 


There are several factors that tix the locus 
of a general market, the more important 
being proximity to raw materials, favor- 
able climate, population, financial resources.

With improved methods of lighting, with 

the growth of the interurban railroad busi- 

ness, hundreds of mil<s of which are being 
eonstructed throughout the middle west an- 
hually, and the demand for electrical sup- 
plies for these roads, has come a growth in 
the use of nearly all things electrical. 

The American people are not becoming lazy, 
but they ere wise enough to take advantage 
of anything which may be used to serve 
their convenience, and there are being manu- 
factured all kinds of electrical appliances, 
cooking utensiis, electrical washing ma- 
chines,

The contribution to efficient street railway service which the public can make 


begins with an appreciation of the traction system as a complicated machine, and of 
street cars as cogs in a mechanism which depends upon regularity and a minimum of 
interruption for successful operation. Regularity is the essence of good service. 
Prompt. compliance with the reasonable rules of the railway company and with city 
ordinances as they relate to personal conduct and the regulation of traffic is an indis- 
pensable requisite to efficient railroading. Patrons who assist the company in enforc- 
ing the anti-spitting ordinance, perform a valuable public service. Overcrowding of 
cars results not only in traffic delays but in increased liability to accidents. Over- 
crowding is made a misdemeanor in some cities and is particularly unwarranted when 
done by persons who can conveniently take the next car. In the interest of good serv- 
ice, the public can greatly facilitate the movement of traffic by not attempting to 
board overcrowded cars. |

Growth of City Phenomenal, 


Chicago's growth in all ways, as. every 
one knows, has been phenomenal. Moses 
Kirkland in his *‘ History of Chicago says: 

“At the beginning of that year [1848] Chi- 
cago had nelther railroads nor canal, nor 
any other means of communication with the 
outer world than by wheeled vehicles and 
vessels of Lake Michigan. ... It could 
boast of no sewers nor were there any side- 
walks except a few planks aes and there, 
nor paved streets. 

The streets were merely 3 to the 
middle, like country roads, and in bad weath- 
er were Impassable. A mud hole deeper than 
usual would be marked by signboards with 
the significant notice thereon, ‘No bottom 
here, the shortest road to China.’ There was 
no gas and water continued to be supplied 
from carts by the bucketful. There were 
no omnibuses, cabs nor horse cars, nor cars 
of: any kind, much less telegraph and tele- 
phones. Wabash avenue, between Adams 
and Jackson streets, was regarced as out 01

Natural Laws Govern Movement, 


The voluntary movement of the people has 
been invariably governed by natural laws. 
They have moved from east to west and 
closely along the isothermal lines of. their 
piaces of nativity. The tide of emigration 
has been retarded here and ceflecicd there. 
as the result of easily discovered causes, but 
the advance of people in their evolution to- 
wards civilization has been towarcs the set- 
ting sun. The trend of population in the 
United States for one and a half centuries has 
closely followed these laws of racial move- 
ments. 

in 1790, when the first census of the United 
States was taken, the center of population 


wes a point twenty-three miles east of . 


Baltimore. With each succeeding enumera- 
tion this point has moved westerly at the 
average rate of forty-eight miles each 
decade until the last census when it was six 
miles southeast of Columbus, Ind. Thus, in 
a century, the center of population has moved 
westerly 519 miles, deviating only some 30 
miles south of a due east and west course, 
and reached a point about 80 miles ng and

LIFE SAVERS GUARD THE LAKE. 


Chicago Well Equipped with Crews— 
Evanston Has Unique One Where 
Students Are Enlisted, 


Three life saving stations in Chicago are 
part of the chein which the United States 
government has extended not only from coast 
to coast, but also the whcle length of the 
great lakes. One is located at the mouth of 
the Chicago river. near the foot of Randolph 
street, one in Jackson park, and a third near 
the extreme southern end of the city at 
Ninetieth street. 

To the north, in Evanston, on the campus 
of Northwestern university and just outside 
the city Hmits, is a fourth station which is. 
unique in that the crew, aside from the cap- 
tain, je composed entirely of university stu- 
dents. 

All these stations have been provided with 
motor life saving boats in addition to the 
usual equipment of ordinary surf boats.

CHICAGO TO LEAD 
NEW YORK SOON 


Time Not Far Distant When 
Eastern City Will Be Mere- 
ly Port of Entry. 


PARALLELS IN HISTORY. 


Stupendous Strides in All Phases 
of Industrial Activity Indi- 
cate Supremacy. 


BY ELLIOTT FLOWER. 

That the time is coming when New York 
will be merely Chicago's port of entry seems 
assured. New York is a wonderful city, and 
it may be long before Chicago overtakes her. 
but she will surely do it in time. All history 
points to this result. The great cities have 
been the inland cities. The port may be of 
tremendous importance, and the business of 
it may make a great city, but in the end the 
development of a country puts some inland 
city in the lead. This ceases to be the rule 
only when a country has practically no in- 
terior, as where it ig narrow, or insuiler, or 
archipelago like, or where the interior is 
sparsely settled or without natural resources, 
or suffers from an intolerable climate. 

For proof of the importance of the iuland 
city it is only necessary to cite a few in- 
stances, prefacing this with the statement 
that the populations given are not exact but 
only approximate.

Interior Cities Unnecessary. 
Reaching the wesiern hemisephere, it is no- 
ticed at once that South America does not 
conform to the law, because in some coun- 
tries the Andes make interior cities unneces- 
sary and impossible, and in other countries 
the vast interior is sparsely settled by un- 
progressive races. It is noticeable, however, 
that in Colombla the only large city is Bogo- 

ta, in the center of the republic. 
Coming to North America, Mexico, to the

New York, a seaport, is, of course, much 
the largest city in the country at the pres- 
ent time, but it seems unlikely that it will 
maintain this supremacy. Chicago's growth 
in population and prestige has been nothing 
short of astounding, and Chicago's location is 
asl lor a great city. 


Interior Trade a Factor. 

The philosophy of the law that locates the 
greatest cities in the interior ls not abstruse. 
Civilization in every country must neces- 
sarily begin on the seacoast, where explor- 
ers and settlers land, and spread into the in- 
terlor only 80 fast as a population arrives. 
Moreover, in a warlike age the interior wil) 
gradually be sought as a place of safety 
against invasion, and, the capital having 
been removed. to the interior, government 
influences will naturally make it the largest 
city in the country. 

These influences, it is true, will not op- 
erate in favor of Chicago, but there are 
other forces which tend still more power- 
fully to the development of interior cities. 
The chief of these is the interior trade. The 
domestic trade is always a greater source ot 
wealth than foreign trade, and a city on 
the coast can have only one-half of the 
facilities for domestic trade that a city en- 


Joys which ts entirely surrounded by its do- 


mestic consumers. 

Another influence, which has begun to 
operate more vigorously in the last fifty 
years than ever before in the world’s his- 
tory, is the movement of the country people 


to the cities. Obviously more people wil) 


drift into a city that is surrounded by the 
agricultural class than into a city which 
presents only one side to the roving countr) 
population. + ;

While it is customary to consider bank

river and harbor, which terminated in the 
creation of the Chicago harbor commission, 
will result in the quadrupling of the com- 
merce of the 1 the imme@iate future. 
The harbor has within the last few z ears lost 
some of its prestige owing to the fact that 
the improvement of the harbor has not kept 
pace with the large increase in the size and 
capacity of vessels engaged in lake naviga- 
tion It was only recently that the average 
size of the lake freighters did not exceed 350 
feet in length with a capacity of 4,500 to 
5,000 tons, while at the present time there 
are more than sixty freighters on the lakes 
exceeding 000 feet in length, with a carrying 
capacity of 18.000 tons, and the number of 
these vessels of maximum size is rapidly in- 
creasing. The improvements of the harbor, 
as contemplated, will admit of the entry and 
departure of these large lake freighters. 


Growth as Railroad Center. 

Chicago's growth as a railroad center has 
been due largely to its location and to the 
natural tendency of the times. Within the 
last quarter of a century the industrial char- 
acter of the United States has been greatly 
modified. We had from the beginning been 
an agricultural people, but within the time 
specified manufacturing has d.vided the 
honors with our industrial population. The 
manufacturing center of the country. based 
upon the gross valuation of manufactured 
products, has moved to the west with less 
rapidity than has the center of population, 
and has pursued a course considerably north 
of that taken by immigration. In 1800 the 
industrial center of the country was seven 
or eight miles southwest of Canton. 0. In 
che next decade it had moved west about 
seventy-five miles, to a point three miles 


south of Eoudonville in that state. If it 


has not changed its couree or the rapidity 
of its advance, it is now tn the vicinity of 
Marion, O., but the,indications are that 1 
will be located north rather than south o 
that place. 

The volume of the agricultural products 
of the térritory adjacent to Chicago, and 
the natural outlet for them by way of the 
great lakes, created the necessity for a city 
be supplies at the southern extremity of 

ake Michigan. The opening of the Erie 
canal in 1826 was the only requisite neces- 
sary to insure the large and rapid growth 
of Chicago, and to that waterway Ch.cago 
is chiefly indebted for its present position. 
But it required seven days to reach the 
Atlantic seaboard. and besides there re- 
mained a period each year of practicall- 
three months when this route was blocks 
by ice. Fortunately tte era of rallroad con- 
struction began, but Chicago had aiready 
assumed a commerc'al importance that 
made her the objective point for railway 
lines either east or west. The east demande? 
the wheat ard corn frem the prairies of II. 
nois and Iowa. and the west required the 
products of the eastern mills, factories, and 


forges. 
Impetus to Railroad Building. 

The great impetus in railroad bullcing dates 
from about 1846, at which time there were 
4,080 miles of road in operation, most of 
them being in the New England and middle 
states. We have now in operation in the 
United States practically 280,000 miles of 
railroad. of which about 48 per cent. or 66,000 
miles, have terminals in the city of Chicago. 
This mileage is divided among twenty-six 
different trunk lines. not includ!ng four ben 
or switching roads. or electric lines, some of 
the latter doing both a passenger and freight 
business. Five of the twenty-six trunk lines 
are in themselves really railway systems. 
with various branches reaching remote 
points of the country. These five big systems 
have a mileage respectively of 7.622 miles, 
8.875 miles, 7.988 miles, 4.622 miles, and 8. 720 
miles, or a total of 87.582 miles. These roads 
having Chicago terminals reach every sec- 
tion of the United States. One or more 
through freight and passenger trains leave 
Chicago daily for the following citles: Port- 
land, Ore.; Seattle. San Francisco, Los An 
geles. El Paso, Galveston, New Orleans 
Jacksonville, Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, Portland, Me.; Quebec Mon- 
treal, Duluth, Winnipeg, and intermediate 
points. 

There is no city on earth that has go vast 
a range of territory with which it is brought 
into daily contact as Chicago and. when the 
distribution of its manufactories and com- 
mercial establishments are concerned, no 
other center can reach so large a number of 
both consumers and producers. Another large 
feature of this situation Is that no railroad 
or rallway system runs a train through this 
city—all trains stop here, and are made up 
here for the journey or shipments beyond. 
Chicago is the absolute terminal of every 
railroad train that enters it. 

Supremacy as a Terminal. 

Chicago’s supremacy as a railroad terminal 
naturally makes it the great centra! market. 
Or perhaps we might go back of that and say 
tha: Chicago's location makes it the natural 
railroad terminal which in turn makes it the 
market. At any rate, it ie the market. 

Like the reet of the country, it suffered a 
bad business slump in 1908 as a result of the 
panic of the preceding year. bu: it recovered 
promptly.

These show that 
sells to the retail trade more shoes than 
any city in the United States; that Chicago 
shoe houses carry larger stocks, and of a 
higher average quality than any other shoe 
market in the world. 

Chicago does not make all the good shoes 
sold in Chigago. No city on earth has a fac- 
tory capacity large enough to supply this 
market.

There is 
scarcely a manufacturer in the ,ountry and 
practically no manufacturer c: high grade 
shoes who does not maintain a wholesale sell- 
ing agency or jobbing branch in Chicago.

CHICAGO MAKES 
GARMENTS OF WOMEN. 


The wholesale manufacture of women’s 
garments is almost exclusively an American 
idea. These garments are manufactured in 
Surope, it Is true, but the manufacture has 
dot been commercialized there as it has been 
in this country, and although American 
houses habitually import these goods from 
Paris and Vienna, it is in small quantities 
and almost entirely for the sake of styles. 

In Europe, as a general thing, the poorer 
classes of women still make their own cloth- 
ing. and the wealthy classes patronize the 
dressmaker, just as was customary in this 
country twenty years ago. The truth is, 


in larger quantities in this country. but they 
are superior in every respect to European 
garments of the same cost. 


Industry Thirty Years Old. 

This great industry started in Chicago 
about thirty years ago, which was as soon 
as it started anywhere. And although its 
progress was slow at first, it has increased 
for several years past at an enormous rate. 
Strange to say, however, the manufacture:s 
themselves were not aware of the extent 
| and rapid progrese of the business. The dis- 
covery was almost accidental. and was the 
result of the instinct of organization. J 
pressed with the advantages of coiperation, 
some of the leading manufacturers of wom- 
en’s garments in Chicago got together and 
organized the Chicago Garment Manufac- 
turers’ association, and at the same time 
established a trade newspaper. Up to that 
time the best informed of them did not know 
of more than sixty establishments in their 
line’ of business, and did not know the street 
and number of even that many.

FACTS SHOW SIZE OF STEEL TRADE. 


: 
* > 


Some idea of the magnitude of the iron 
and steel industry of the United States, 
and which is centering more and more in 
the vicinity of Chicago. is given in the 
Iron and Steel Works Directory for 1907. 
This publication includes in its lists all the 
independent plants, as well as those be- 
longing’ to the United States Steel cor- 
poration. It is not issued annually, but 
only every two or three years, so the com- 
plete figures for 1907 are the latest avail- 
able. Since then there has been a con- 
siderable increase in the capacity and 
facilities for the production of iron and 
steel; especially in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago, and the comparisons instituted at 
that time give an approximate idea of the 
progrese made since. Briefly the facts 
are: 

Blast furnaces—In 1904 there were 428 com- 
pleted furnaces then active or likely to be 
some day active. The annual capacity: of 
these furnaces was in round numbers 28,114.- 
000 gross tons, not all of which capacity 
could, of course, be employed at the same 
time. There are now 448 completed furnaces, 
either active or likely to be some day active, 
with an annual capacity of 34.833.900 tons.

In 1907 there 
were 598 completed rolling mills and steel 
works, 15 in course of erection, and 2 partly 
erected. In addition there were 15 plants 
‘which were projected in 1907. The annual 


capacity of the completed rolling mills in 


1907 was 31,509,980 tons of finished rolled 
products, against 25,978,050 tons in 1904. 

Puddling furnaces—The number of puddling 
furnaces in 1904, each double furnace count- 
ing as two single furnaces, was 3,161. In 
1907 there were 2,635 puddling furnaces, a 
decrease of 526 furnaces. The highest num- 
ber of puddling furnaces reported was in 
1884, when 5,205 were enumerated. 

Bessemer steel works—In 1904 there were 
51 Bessemer steel plants with 108 converters. 
In 1907 there were enumerated 70 completed, 
2 building, 1 partly erected, and 4 projected 
Bessemer steel works. The annual capacity 
of the completed and building Bessemer 
converters in 1904 was 18,628,600 gross tons; 
in 1907 it was 15,020,200 tons, an increase of 
1,391,600 tons.

Open Hearth Steel Works—In 1904 there 
were 135 completed open hearth steel plants 
with 549 completed furnaces. In 1907 there 
were 159 completed plants with 691 completed 
furnaces. The annual capacity in ingots and 
direct castings of the 601 completed and the 
100 building and partly erected open hearth 
furnaces in 1907 was 18.824900 gross tons,

Crucibsde Steel Works—In 1004 there were 57 


completed crucible steel plants, equipped with 


8,606 pots, and their aggregate annual capa- 
city was 226,610 tons In 1907 there were 79 
completed plants, equipped with 4,501 pots, 
and their aggregate annual capacity was 
292,585 tons. 

Steel Castinge—In 10904 there were 84 open 
hearth steel plants which were prepared to_ 
make steel castings and in 1007 there were 
101 plants of this character. The number of 
plants which could make steel castings by the 
standard Bessemer process or by its various 
modified processes increased from 20 im 1904 
to 43 in 1907. By the crucible process the in- 
crease in the same period was from 26 plants 
to 45 plants, and by special processes from 4 
plants to 10 plants. 

Rail Mills—In 1904 there were 44 completed 
rolling mills which were prepared to make 
standard, girder, light T, and other iron and 
steel rails. In 1907 there were 42 completed 
and 2 building rail mills. A number of the 
completed mills make a specialty of rerolling 
or renewing old or pa¥tly worn out steel rails. 

— 

Structural mills.— The whole number of 
works which were equipped in 1007 to roll 
beams, beam girders, zee bars, tees, chan- 
nels. angles bridge rods, building rods, 
plates for bridge works, structural tubing, 
etc., was 68, as compared with 70 in 1904. In 
addition three mills were being built in 1007, 
as compared with one mill in June, 1904. 

Wire rods.—In 1904 there were 33 completed 
mills which were equipped to roll wire rods. 
In 1907 there were exactly the same number 
of mills which were so equipped. 

Iron and steel skelp milis.—In 19014 there 
were 61 completed and 2 projected iron and 
steel skelp mills. In 1907 there 57 completed 
skelp mills. 

Plate and sheet mills.—In 1904 we had 157 
completed, 2 building, 1 partly erected, and 
4 projected plate and sheet mills. In 1907 
there were 159 completed mills, 1 bullding, 2 
partly erected, and 1 projected. 

Black plate plants.—In 1904 we Had 49 
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completed and 8 building plants for the 
manufacture of black plates or ‘sheets for 
tinning, while in 1907 there were 42 com- 
‘pleted plants which were so equipped and 1 
plant which was partly erected. 

Tinplate and terne plate works. —In 1904 
there were 58 completed tinplate and terne 
‘plate works, 2 building, and 1 projected. In 


190 there were but 48 completed works. In 


the intervening period 18 tinplate and terne 
plate plants were abandoned, dismantied, or 


removed to other cities.

Cut Nail Works.—In June there were twen- 
ty-three rolling mills which were devoted in 
whole or in part to the manufacture of cut 
nails and cut spikes, equipped with 2,302 nail 
and spike machines. In 10907 there were 
twenty rolling mills which could make cut 
nails and cut spikes, equipped with 1,765 
nail and spike machines, a loss of 587 ma- 
chines. Works which do not roll nail plates 
but make cut nails and cut spikes from pur- 
chased plates are not included. 

Wire Nail Works.—In 1907 there were 
twelve companies which operate rolling mills 
and which make wire nafis. These com- 
panies. have thirty wire nail plants, which 
are equipped with 4.240 machines. 

Natural Gas.—In 1904 there were 135 con- 
pleted iron and steel works which used nat- 
ural gas for fuel and two in course of erec- 
tion, In addition, when completed, one part- 
ly erected and one rebuilding plant and two 
projected works would use natural gas. In 
1907 the total number of works which used 
natural gas was 137. 

Forges and Bloomaries.—The number of 
pig and scrap bloomaries which made iron 
blooms, billets, etc., for sale in 1904 was eight. 
The number of forges which made blooms 
direct from the ore was one, located in New 
York. The number of pig and scrap bloom- 
aries enumerated in 1907 which made blooms, 
billets, ete., for sale was eleven. On that 
date there were no active forges for mak- 
ing dl direct from the ore—all hed been 
abandoned.

In 1805 the war department took up the 


bridge question in connection with the im- 
provement of the Chicago river, and, as a 
result of its investigation, demanded the 
removal of the center pier bridge at both 
the Halsted street and Van zren street 
crossings. As a result of this/action, two 
different types of bridges weré introduced, 
both, however, being copied from small 
structures of their kind which had already. 
been used in Europe. One of these was 
the vertical] lift bridge at South Halsted 
street and the other the bascule bridge at 
Van Buren street. Both were completed 
simultaneously. but the bascule bridge soon 
showed peculiar fitness for the conditions, 
and since that date this type of bridge has 
come into general use in all locations where |. 
the old type of horizontal swing bridge is 
unadvisable. 


Drainage Canal Proves Value. 

With the development of the drainage 
canal, the bascule bridge sprang inte greater 
prominence, and its use on the canal is 
largely responsible for the demonstration of 
the fact that this type of structure has pe- 
cullar advantages which make it superior in 
many respects to the old style swing bridge. 
The sanitary trustees built from ten to 
twelve bridges of the bascule type, using a 
particular form known as the rolling lift 
bridge, which was the first and at that time 
‘the only bascule adapted to the conditions 
here. 

In 1902, the city of Chicago took up the 
question of the bascule bridge and appointed. 
ya commission to investigate the various de-

DRAINAGE CANAL IS 
ENGINEERING TRIUMPH. 


Ohe of the world's most wonderful en- 
gineering feats is the drainage canal, bullt |. 
by the sanitary district of Chicago at a cost 
of $85,000,000. It extends thirty-six miles, 
from the south branch of the Chicago river 
to a point on the Desplaines river just above 
the city of Joliet. 
It has a greater cross section than any 
other canal in the werld. It falls forty feet, 
has a depth throughout of twenty-four feet, 
and is 164 feet wide where it cute through 
solid rock and 300 feet in earth cuttings. It 
has a flowing capacity of 14,000 cubic feet of 
water per second, 
In its capacity of a ship canal the channel 
of the drainage cana! is an important link 
in the proposed lakes to the gulf deep water- 
way, extending 1,625 miles from Lake Michi- 
gan to the Gulf of Mexico at the mouth of 
the Mississippi river. This eventually will 
permit large ocean going ships to reach Chi- 
cago by way of the Gulf of Mexico, the Mis- 
| sissippi river, the Illinole river, the Des- 
| pleines river, and the drainage canal.” 
—— 

There is a great deal of cutting, dredging, 
and lock building to be done below Joliet be- 
fore 4 through channel of the required, depth 
and width is attained, but a comprehensive 
plan for future development has been made. 
At the election of Nov. 3, 1908, the state of

Better Inspection for Thantera:. 

“The provisions of the new building ordi- 
nonce governing theaters and places of 
amusement will be much more adequate in 
every respect than are those of the present 
ordinance. One feature of the new ordinance 
will be the clause which prohibits the erection 
ot a class four theater of a greater seating 
capacity than 300. Any theater hereafter 
erected having a seating capacity larger than 
800 will be required to install a steel or asbes- 
s- curtain and also comply with the other 
Another step for- 
ward is the requirement of ventilation in 
theaters, an important safeguard of the } 
health of patrons, and a matter heretofore 
unprovided for in the ordinance. 

During the year permits were sued for 
the installation or erection of ninety new 
theaters, three of which were fireproof class 
five houses, the balance being class four 
houses, ranging in seating capacity from 
250 to 800. In addition to the above there 
is at the present time one fireproof class five 
theater under construction, and plans have 
been approved for the erection of two others. 
Upon the completion of the above there will 
be a total of thirty-seven class five theaters 
in Chicago, twenty-one of which will be of. 
fireproof construction. In all probability the 
year 1910 will see this city provided with forty 
large class five theaters, all halving steel cur- 
tains und in compliance with the Chicago 
buliding ordinance. 

A reinspection was also made of 128 
public assembly, dance halis, and skating 
rinks, eighty of which were found with 

The stages of fifty-two of these halis 

were found to be structurally and in equip- 

ment not in compliance with the ordinance, 

being filled more or less with combustible 

cloth scenery.

New Methods Bring Problems. 


Improved methods of bullding construction 
has increased the problems of city building 
departments very much. New problems have 
to be confronted almost every day, and the 
end ig not yet. Far from it. New forms of 
construction, or radical changes in old forms, 
are constantly appearing, and they must be, 
to some extent, experimental at first. 7 
the building departments are supposed 
know at once whether they are safe and 
visable architecturally. Some of these 
troubles, with a little history of the subject, 
were explained in an interesting statement 


by Building Inspector Robert H. Cowdrey, |. 


in which he said: 


“Formerly foundations rested upon the | 


soil, and structures of four to six stories 
were, therefore, the limit. Then deep exca- 
vations were filled with concrete and solid 
steel rails, crossed in formation of “ crib,” 
which covered entire surface below and rose 
in pyramids to the supporting columns of 
the building. Above this the first steel 


structures, known as skyscrapers, rose far 


upwards towards the clouds. But this was 
not substantial enough for Chicago. The 
foundations were required to be so perma- 
nent in. character as to guarantee that they 
would exist practically for all time, and a 
new form was devised. Far below, 100 feet 
or more, existed solid natural rack, which 
no one had ever before thought of using to 
rest a future Chicago upon, but now great 
“caissons"’ of solid concrete reach from 
thie solid foundation rock, the veritable foun- 
dation of the earth, up to the lowest base- 
ment floors, and upon these great columns 
rise the great steel, concrete, and glass 
structures of the new Chicago, ae if to guar- 
antee that its existence shall be eternal.

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In considering Chicago commercially the 
question of business credits must naturally 
come up, and the theory and system never 
have been better handled than by Edward 
M Skinner, then president of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce. in an address in 
1909 before the class in economics in the 
School of Commerce and Finance of North- 
western university. Mr. Skinner said: 

“Credit is a name given to that trust re- 
posed in men because of their character and 
resources. It is an estimate or opinion of 
their ability to carry out business contracts 
It is an exchange of money or other valuable 
consideration upon promise of future pay- 
ment. Credit of itself pays nothing, and con- 
sequently it is the opposite of money with 
which bills are paid. In paying cash you use 
the profits already accrued, but in buying on 
credit you anticipate the profits of the future.

Ideal Condition of Business. 


The ideal condition in any business, espe- 
elally the retail business, is the one where 
the capital invested is turned as frequently 
as possthle, with, of course, a reasonable 
profit on each turn. The peddler who starts 
out with, say, $10, which he invests:in goods 
which he carries in his pack, will probably 
sell all of these goods during the day and 
return home at night with $15, having made 
a $5 profit on bis $10 investment. In the 
course of a year he will turn his capital over 
300 times, and the more closely the retailer 
of today can follow the example of the ped- 
dler the more money and the moresuccesstul 
will be his business. It is because this policy 
is followed out by the larger stores: known 
as department stores, that they are so suc- 
cessful and not because of the enor mod 
sales in dollars and cents. A great many 
stocks in these stores are turned from twenty 
to fifty times a year. The business is so ar- 
ranged and the amount of capital given the 
manager of each department to adjust his 
business that he is forced to turn his stock 
frequently. ) ' 

A great many merchants feel that if their 
business is in good condition they are per- 
fectly willing te make a statement, but when 
their business is in bad shape, when they 
know that they owe more than they should 
they are reticent about making a showing to 
the credit man; that is just the time when 
the merchant should coneult his credit man. 
That is just the time the credit man can be 
helpful to the merchant. If more merchants 
would consult their credit men and make 
confidants of their credit man there would be 
less money spent for lawyers and lees ex- 
pense in litigation, less expenge in adjusting 
their affairs, and a great many more mer- 
chants would be kept in business. 


Must Keep Credit Healthy. 


“This matter of doing business is abso- 
lutely selfish. The house shipping the goads, 
the manufacturer or the jobber, must heve 
sales; they must have merchants to sell to, 
and it is their business to keep those mer- 
chants in business. The credit man must 
do all he can to keep their credit healthy 
and strong, because if they fall he loses a 
customer; and consequently it is to the 
selfish interest »f the credit man to help that 
man so that he may have a customer and 
continue to sell more goods. It is a strange 
thing that merchants, when their affairs get 
in bad shape, will immediately go to some 
lawyer Whose ousiness it is to make money 
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he gets in sound shape, so that he can con- 
tinue as a buyer. of handise. 

At no one who d not owe can become 
a bankrupt, so credit is a cause of failure. 
Tt ie also 4 cause of speculation and ex- 
travagance. Experience shows that in pros- 
perous times, when by the use of credit a 
corporation or individual becomes interested 
in too many outside things or permits his 
stock and his recelvables to increase until 
he accumulates considerable assets and 
debts, and after a while by the use and ex- 
pansion of credit a reaction sets in, confi- 
dence gives place to distrust, money is hare 
to get, and then you have a financial! panic. 


Abuse of Credit Brings Panics, 

* Panics are not caused by lack of prosper 
ity, so much as they are by the abuse o 
credit. Consequently you can see the neces 
sity of every man or every merchant keep 
ing his affairs in order. Remember, the ma: 
who does not owe cannot become a bank- 
rupt. Consequently the man whose Affairs 
are always in good shape is in no fear of 
panics. It is only the man who has spread 
out when these depressions come who Is 
unable to collect in his outstandings and 
take care of his indebtedness who is in fea: 
of panics. 

What should a merchant have to make a 
success in starting business? I have always 
contended that if a merchant will follow a 
few well defined, simple rules in ordinar}; 
times hig chances of failure are slim. In the 
first place, he should have a good location 
In the second place, he should have a know!l- 
edge of his business. In the third place, he 
should confine his business to a few good, 
substantial houses. Then he should buy 
often, so as to enable him to turn his stock 
often. This will enable him to discount his 
bills. He should then -practice economy 
If a merchant does these things his chances 
of failure, in my judgment, in ordinary times ' 
are reduced to the minimum. 


Reasons for Some Failures. 

Perhaps the causes of failurer might be 
interesting. I have here a report of Brad- 
street's, from which I will give you a few 
facts. About 76 per cent of all the failures 
are due to the fault of those failing. In- 
competency and inexperience account for 
20 per cent of all the failures; lack of cap- 
ital for 83 per cent. In other words, 62 per 
cent of all the failures are due to incom- 
petency, inexperience, and lack of capital 
Now it would seem that, to either the mer- 
chant starting in business or the credit 
man, that there are no three things that 
ought to be so clear and apparent as inex. 
perience, incompetency, and lack of capital. 
You might be interested in my naming some 
of the other causes of failure due to the fault 
of those failing. Unwise granting of credits, 
speculation, neglect of business, persona) ex- 
travagance, and fraudulent disposition of 
property. Causes of failure not due to faults 
of those failing are specific conditions, such 
&s disasters, floods, or something of that 
kind, and the failure of others. Another 
cause is undue competition. 

Business without a system is like a ship 
without a compass. No one knows where 
it is going or where it is going to end. I 
read some years ago an article on Un 
telligent Competition,“ and I will quote to

“ Twenty-four kinds of industrial disease 
are now included under the workmen's com- 
pensation act. In the even groups of in- 
dustries from which returns were’ required | 
there were 2,066 cases of disablement from 
industrial disease during the year 1908 and 
26 cases of Geath. The majority of these 
cases, 1,550, occurred in the mining industries. 
There were 421 cases of lead polecning, 15 
cases of arsenic poisoning, 20 casés of chrome 
poisoning, and 10 cases of compressed air 
illness. 

Before 2 claim can be made in respect of 
disablement caused by an industrial disease 
the workman must either have been certified 
by a certifying or other appointed surgeon 
to be suffering from and disabled by the dis- 
ease, or have been suspended from his em- 
ployment under special rules or regulations 
made under the factory act on account of 
having contracted the disease. 


Lump Sum Often Accepted. 

„In many cases the settlecnent of a claim 
u made by the payment of a lump sum in 
lieu of a weekly payment. In 1908, out of 
822.215 accident cases 14114 were thus dis- 
posed of either upon the happening of the 
acc‘dent or in a period during which a week- 
ly payment was made. In the 7,204 cases 
which were settled at once, without any pre- 
vious weekly payment, the average sum 
paid was not quite $44. In the 5.135 cases 
which were settled after weekly payments 
had been made for a period of less than 
twenty-six weeks the average sum paid was 
about $162, ahd in the cases where settle- 
ments were effected after payments had been 
made for more than twenty-six weeks the 
average puyment was $384. 

“There were 8.795 disputed cases to the 
workmen s compensation act of 1908, of 
which 3,002 were decided by judges, forty- 
seven by special arbitrators, and 146 by ac- 
ceptances of money paid into court. In ad- 
dition,to the cases thus dealt with there were 
1563 cuses which were either withdrawn. 
settled out of court, or otherwise disposed 
of in sucn a way that no definite statement 
can be made concerning them.“ 


IIlinois Has Comprehensive Plan. 


The Iinnols commission, appointed by the 
governor, was not organized until March of 
this year, eo the English commission ante- 
dates it. Illinois, of course, would like to 
improve on the English plan, and to that 
end Las made a careful study of it and has 
given this ouiline of what it Hopes to do: 
“(1) To provide compensation for losses 
by reason of industrial accidents, resulting 
in death or {ncapacity to employ8s, regard- 
less oi any question of negligence or fault.

Such a body of experts is alresiy in exist- 


ence, though the number of competent men 
is, perhaps, emall, and far from being well 
distributed throughout the country. The 
men available are, however, increasing in 
number and their profession is gaining in 
respect and Consideration. We have a num- 
ber of chartered accountarts of Scotland 
and England who have served the minimum 
appreniices nip of five years ard have passed 
the rigid ¢xamt!nations in general account- 
ing, commercial and bankruptcy law and 
actuariai science which are required before 
their diplomas of C. A.“ are accorded to 
them. In at least four states we have now 
distinct legal recognition of the accountant 
as a professional man the standard being 
set by the state of New York in its public 
accountants act, which grants the title C. 
P. A. to all such as pass a epecified examina- 
tion. This example has been followed by 
many other states, including IIlinois. It 
would be well if these laws required the serv- 
ing of a five years’ apprenticeship. before 
applicants could graduate. 


Danger to Credit Basis 


The fact that many of our business men, 
even those who*are leaders of thought in 
their own communities, continue to employ. 
antiquated methcds in the conduct of their 
business and still depend upon out of date 
forms of statement. ertails grave danger to 
the credit basis of the community. And this 
danger is greater because those who are the 
cause of it have no intention to deceive. 
Some, when they become involved, purposely 
resort to misleading methode of statement, 
or even willfully misrepresent the state of 
their affairs. But these are the exceptions, 
The truth is that this is more than a ques- 
tion of personal honesty and honor. It in- 
volves the cammerelal soundnese of the com- 
munity, and every effort should be employed 
to ascertain facts and make sure that the 
statements submitted by applicants for ered- 
it correctly represent the state of the busi- 
ness to which they relate.

Dramshop Insurance Explained. 

Dramshop insurance, of which there is a 
good deal now, ts covered very completely as 
far as its purpose is concerned in the follow- 


„ Section 1, chapter 48. of the Tilinois stat- 
utes defines a dramshop as ‘a place where 
spirituous or vinous or malt liquors are re- 
tailed by less quantity than one gallon.’ 

The dramshop act of Illinois was origin- 
ally enacted in 1872, amended and rear- 
ranged in 1874, and became effective July 1, 
1874. Sections 5 and 9 of this act provide for 
the recovery by any person against dram- 
shop keepers, thelr bondemen, and the own- 
ers and lessees of buildings rented for dram- 
shop purposes, of such as may be 
sustained in person, v. OF means of 
support by reason of the selling or giving 
away of intoxicating tNquors. the en-
